Man With ‘$500,000 in Germany’ 
Swindles 3 in Family of $2050 


William C. Pugh, a trusting 
hotel clerk, complained to police 
yesterday that he and two sisters 
had been swindled of $2050 by a 
man who promised them $75,000 
each from his mysterious cache 
of $500,000 in American gold 
notes in Germany. The swindler 
offered the Pughs a share in his 
fortune because, he said, in his 
low, soft voice, he was grateful 
for the help Pugh and his wife 
had given him when he was in 
straitened 

So convinced were Mr. and 
Mrs. Pugh of the truth of the 
man’s story that they hitchhiked 
to Los Angeles in June, waiting 
there until 10 days ago for the 
_man, who promised to deliver 
their $75,000 after he had “con- 
verted” his gold notes into other 
American currency in Mexico 
City. Thoroughly disillusioned, 
the Pughs returned to St. Louis. 

Pugh, who draws a $60-a-month 
pension from the Government for 
a head injury suffered in child- 
hood and aggravated by service 
World War II, told police the 
swindler took about $500 from 


him: more than $1000 from his 
sister, Mrs. Della Watson of 
Vegas, Nev., and $550 from an- 
other sister, Mrs. Birdie Jenkins, 
1912 LaSalle street. Mrs. Jen- 
kins complained bitterly to her 
brother when he reported their 
loss to police and refused to dis- 
cuss how she was swindled. 

Mrs. Pugh related she and her 
husband were working as clerks 
at the Rozelle hotel, 4398 Olive 
street, when the swindler regis- 
tered there last December, under 
a fictitious name. He impressed 
them as “a worthy person,” al- 
though he confided that he was 
wanted by police, she related. 
Gradually the story of the gold 
cache in Germany unfolded. Im- 
pressed, the Pughs gave him their 
government checks and borrowed | 
$300 from friends to help the, 
‘man. Then Pugh’s sisters, also 
convinced of his honesty, gave the 
man money.

ST. LOUIS RATED 
AHEAD OF MOST 
CITIES IN PLANS 
FOR WAR DEFENSE 


This Is Estimate of Civil- 
ian Co-ordinator Here 
— Organization Work- 
ing With Local and 
State Officials. ; 


St. Louis is far ahead of most 
other cities in planning for de- 
fense against attack in the event 
of a third world war, Frank D. 
Sullivan, coordinator for civil de- 
fense here, told the Post-Dispatch 


today. 

Much of the preliminary work 
in planning for defense of this 
area already has been accom- 
plished by the 307th Military Gov- 
ernment Group, Sullivan pointed 
out. Their work has been sup- 
plemented by the efforts of the 
civil defense organization which 
is working closely with city, St. 
Louis county, East Side and state 
officials, Sullivan said. 

Evacuation Camps. 

Eight evacuation camp sites for 
civilians have been designated in 
St. Louis county, Sullivan report- 
ed. In addition, eight potential 
shelters in the city—all caves— 
have been located, However, only 
three of the eight are considered 
fully satisfactory. 

It has not yet been determined 
whether the caves will be most 
serviceable as storing places for 
medical supplies or as shelters, 
Sullivan added. 

In planning for evacuation of 
the city, the 307th Group pre- 
pared maps designating certain 
streets for movement of civilians 
from the city into St. Louis coun- 
ty. Other streets were designated 
for movement of supplies into the 
city. 

Effect of Atom Bomb. 

In its plans for coping with a 
simulated atomic bomb attack on 
St. Louis, the military govern- 
ment unit determined that an 
atom bomb dropped on Union 
Station would cause the city to 
lose five hospitals, four fire 
stations, three police stations and 
many schools. 

It was decided, therefore, that 
certain high schools on the edges 
of the destroyed area would be 
used as auxiliary hospitals. 

Up to the present, Sullivan 
said, it has not been decided 
whether sirens or some other 
alarm system will be used to 
warn St. Louisans that an attack 
is imminent. 

Under the mutual aid aspect of 
the civil defense program, Sulli- 
van continued, St. Louis is work- 
ing closely with state officials of 
Missouri and Illinois to work out 
a program of helping this city 
and other areas in the event of 
an enemy attack. 

Air Raid Wardens. 

A skeleton organization of World 
War II air raid wardens still ex- 
ists, Sullivan pointed out. A zone 
system for warnings has been laid 
out. Within the next 60 days, 
Sullivan announced, more air raid 
wardens will be recruited. 

As part of the fire service pro- 

gram for defense, he continued, 
the Fire Department is ready now 
to train auxiliary firemen. The 
Police Department still has an 
auxiliary service from World War 
II and is recruiting additional 
members now. 
| (City and county health depart- 
‘ments are working together to 
'plan for sanitary work in elimi- 
inating contamination from an 
atomic bomb blast, Sullivan said. 
' Under the engineering part of 
the defense program, he con- 
tinued, the city’s Department of 
| Public Utilities has held confer- 
ences with representatives of util- 
ities serving this area to work out 
a plan for service in event of 
emergency.

FOR HIGHER TAXES 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (AP) — 
The Executive Committee of the 
Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America asked 


“call for increased taxation to 
prevent ruinous inflation.” 

Thus for the first time the 
policy-making committee of the 
organization representing about 
28,000,000 members of Protestant 
and Orthodox faiths has _ at- 
tempted to evaluate a Christian 
approach to an inflationary situa- 
tion. 

The committee said in part: 

“In the face of the sufferings 
and perils that now confront man- 
kind, there should be no com- 
placency, no selfishness, no hold- 
ing back from sharing the com- 
mon lot on the part of any sincere 
Christian. 

“A crucial test of the spirit of 
Christians will be their willing- 
ness to call for increased taxation 
to prevent ruinous inflation.” 

The present inflationary trend 
has resulted from “crude selfish- 
ness” not from shortage of con- 
sumer goods, the committee said. 
It added that such behavior is 
“sinfull, an injustice to one’s 
neighbors and a hostile act to 
one’s country.” 

The statement was prepared by 
the council’s department of the 
church and economic life headed 
by Arthur Flemming, president 
of Ohio Wesleyan University. 


THOUSANDS CASHING 
SAVINGS BONDS FOR 
DOWN PAYMENTS

and France today in a warning to 
Soviet Russia to keep hands off 
Western Germany. 

The three nations moved to end 
their state of war with Germany 
and to strengthen it industrially 
and defensively, but announced 
that there is no call for recreat- 
ing a national army in the West- 
ern zones. 

They made clear that any at- 
tack on Berlin or on Western 
Germany will be regarded as an 
attack on the occupying nations 
themselves. 

The three powers also agreed 
to permit the Western German 
government to organize ‘mobile 
police formations” to deal with 
possible subversive activities of 
the Communists. 


In a final communique, Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson, Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin and French Foreign Min- 
ister Robert Schuman officially 
informed the German government 
that the Western powers are con- 
sidering the problem of “German 
participation in an _ integrated 
force for the defense of European 
freedom.” 


Six Major Decisions. 

The Western Big Three laid 
down six major decisions on Gere

Director Asks Congress for Right 
To Keep or Impose Rent Controls 


Tighe E. Woods Also Seeks Authority to 
Put Price Ceilings on Real 


Estate 


Sales. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (UP) 
—Rent Director Tighe E. Woods 
is asking Congress for new au- 
thority to keep or impose rent 
ceilings where needed, and for 
the first time to put commercial 
property under rent control 

Woods also has asked, it was 
learned today, for the right to 
put price ceilings on real estate 
sales. At no time in World War 
II were commercial properties or 
real estate, other than new homes, 
under rent or price control. 

Woods has outlined in a gen- 
eral way to Congress what new 
wartime authority he wants; he 
has spelled out more specifically 
to regional rent officials what 
powers he is seeking. 

He wants authority to recon- 
trol rents in areas where ceilings 
were abolished by local option. 
He has asked that local option 
features of the present law be 
abolished. 


No Blanket Freeze. 

He is not asking for a blanket 
freeze on rents. However, he 
wants authority to impose or re- 
impose controls “where it became 
necessary and at such time as it 
became necessary.” 

There seemed little or no pros- 
pect that Congress would act on 
Woods’s proposals in time to 
block the end of controls in 
scores of communities with mil- 
lions of residents on Dec. 31. 

Under a provision in the pres- 


| ent law, controls end on that date 
in all areas except those that take 
affirmative action before then to 
keep them. In the areas formally 
requesting a continuation of con- 
trols, ceilings will continue 
through June 30. 

Woods outlined most of his war 
rent program in recent letters to 
House and Senate Banking Com- 
mittees, which had asked for his 
recommendations. He broadened 
it somewhat in discussions last 
week with rent control officials 
on the West Coast. 

Placed Before Truman. 

Wood's office emphasized that 
his proposals had not been em- 
braced officially as Administra- 
ton policy. However, they were 
understood to have been laid be- 
fore President Truman, who said 
in a recent broadcast that rent 
controls must be tightened. 

Since July 1, when the present

An accompanying record set 
forth that the gun was captured 
from North Korean troops in the 
vicinity of Taejon before July 21. 
It was described as a _ simple 
“‘blow-back submachine gun firing 
the same 7.62 mm. (30 caliber) 
high-velocity pistol round as the 
Soviet pistol.” It has selective 
automatic or semi-automatic fire. 
The notation said the weapon is 
the standard Soviet submachine 
gun of World War II and is still 
in production. 

Soviet Equipment Captured. 

The MacArthur report said that 
“since the outbreak of the ‘(Ko- 
rean) war, a wide variety of def- 
initely identified Soviet equip- 
ment captured from the North 
Koreans in battle bears the man- 
ufacturing date of 1949 or 1950.”

SSAULT BOATS 
SHUTTLE NAKTONG 


By STAN WINTON 
WITH UNITED STATES SEC- 
OND DIVISION, Korea, Sept. 19 
(AP)—A day-long stream of men 
and guns crossed the swollen 
Naktong river today and muscled 
the green foothills of the west 
bank with offensive power. 
Assault boats jammed _ with 
doughboys defied Red mortar 
shells to cross the stream and 
shuttle back for more. Big rub- 
'ber rafts brought jeeps mounted 
with recoilless 75-mm. guns. 
Corpses of North Koreans killed 
in river bank fighting upstream 
to the north, added a grisly touch 
as they drifted among the boats.

PLANES WELCOME 
SIGHT TO MARINE 
FROM GARDENVILLE

WITH UNITED STATES MA- 
RINES ON THE ROAD TO 
SEOUL, Sept. 19 (INS)—The 
American Marine and tank col- 
umn which made a lightning five- 
hour advance through low-lgjng 
paddy fields to seize the Kimpo 
airfield Sunday night fulfilled the 
grim prediction of a leatherneck 
staff officer. 

“The battalion will take the 
airstrip because they can’t turn 
back,” he said.

Caravans of American equip- 
ment — Pershing tanks, trucks, 
jeeps, amtracks and ambulances— 
stretching at some points as far 
as the eye could see, were drawn 
up on the side of the highway. 

The marines watched the show 
as dive-bombers pummeled the | 
hill-dwelling Reds with rockets | 
and white phosphorus bombs. | 

Staff Sgt. Leonard Libby of | 
Gardenville, Mo., said: 

“This is what I like to see.” 

“Those planes are making it a 
lot easier. This job’s going to 
be hard enough.” 


Sgt. Libby is the son of Mrs. 
Edgar Schreier, 4867 Heidelberg 
avenue, Gardenville. He landed 
in Korea with the First Marine 
Division in July and was slightly 
wounded Aug. 10. In a letter to a 
brother in Granite City, Ill., dated 
three weeks ago, he said he had 
returned to duty. 

Sgt. Libby joined the Marine 
Corps in 1940 and served in the 
Pacific as a captain during World 
War II. He relinquished his rank 
and re-enlisted in 1946.

Has Earned $17,441. 

He got both during the tourna- 
ment at Algonquin. The prize for 
his first victory on the summer 
tour and his third 72-hole open 
triumph of the year boosted his 
1950 earnings to $17,441. 

This sum, with the $60,000 he 
reportedly has realized from his 
1949 National Open victory, no 
doubt will keep the Middlecoffs |

4. If organized crime is per- 
mitted to grow as it has, the 
enormous funds which crim- 
inals, particularly professional 
gamblers, reap from it can un- 
dermine respect for law en- 
forcement and ultimately even 
our form of government. 
Freund, in his brief opening re- 
marks, said organized crime flour- 
ishes, in greater or less degree, in 
all parts of the country. He re- 
ferred to syndicates and groups of 
criminals “often in silk shirts and 
nylon underwear,” whose opera- 
tion are always in co-operation 
with hoodlums and_= gangster 
killers. 
Threat to Free People. 


“Organized crime in our demo- 
cratic government threatens the 
very existence of a free people,” 
Freund said. “If subversive 
groups in powerful places weaken | 
the foundations of our republic; | 
if they can corrupt the courts, 
defile our prosecutions, control | 
our police departments and law 
enforcement agencies to their 
evil purposes, and thereby col- 
lapse our administration of jus- 
tice, there is small hope for en- 
durance of a system where all 
men are equal under the law.” 

Such organized crime, he add- 
ed, could not exist successfully 
where there is honest, fearless 
and intelligent state and local 
law enforcement. 

One method of preventing such 
vigorous law enforcement was 
touched on by Gov. Stevenson. 
There were counties in Illinois, 
he said, where the “managers” of 
the two dominant political par- 
ties, in collaboration with the 
gamblers, always see to it that, 
if the state’s attorney is a Demo- 
crat, the sheriff will be a Repub- 
lican. 

“The result is that the citizen 
who wants action is told by the 
one that it is the responsibility 
of the other, and is shunted back 
and forth between them to no 
purpose whatsoever,” Stevenson 
said. He suggested as a possible 
remedy to this combining the in- 
vestigating functions and _ the 
prosecuting functions in a single 
officer to avoid the possibility of 
“buck passing.” 


State Police Raids. 


Stevenson said that as a last 
resort he had ordered the Illinois 
state police a few months ago to 
raid notorious gambling establish- 
ments. This action, he said, had 
been described as a “crackdown,” 
but he thought it was more than 
that, a “bredkdown.” 

“The breakdown,” he repeated, 
“of local law enforcement, the 
breakdown of decency in govern- 
ment in many parts of the state, 
the triumph of greed, corruption, 
and perhaps, worst of all, cyni- 
cism.” 

He has been reluctant to use 
the state police, he said. He had 
tried direct conversations with 
the responsible law officials in 
the offending counties, but this 
had been only partially successful. 
— he called on the state po- 
ice. 

“The evidence obtained by the 
police is turned over to local. 
prosecuting authorities. They can 
no longer claim to be ignorant of 
the existence of organized gam- 
bling in their counties, or that 
they were unable to obtain evi- 
dence. The evidence is there.” 


“New Kind of Payoff.” 


Gov. Stevenson told the meet- 
ing the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
had referred to his campaign 
against gambling as ‘“‘a new kind 
of payoff’—the payoff of new 
and increased respect for law 
enforcement, the payoff of satis- 
faction which every decent citizen 
can. take in the fact that commer- 
cialized gambling-is now at its 
lowest ebb in Illinois. 

Although he said he was gen- 
erally opposed to “wholesale” ac- 
tion by state police to take over 
the enforcement of criminal laws, 
for several reasons, Stevenson 


tion, he referred to the fact that | fa cg

Illinois, at his request, had passed 
a law to put the state police force 
under the merit system. Virtual- 
ly the whole force had turned 
over every time the state admin- 
istration changed, he said, which 
raised problems of recruiting, 
training and developing police- 
men who owed a greater measure 
of loyalty to their political spon- 
sors than to their superior offi- 
cers on the force. 


He proposed something like the 
Hoover Commission to study im- 
provement of law enforcement 
machinery, to seek answers to 
questions such as these: 


What controls, if any, should 
the state have over local law 
enforcement officers? (In some 
states, but not in Illinois, the 
Governor may remove a local 
law enforcement officer who 
has failed to do his duty.) 


What federal laws should be 
enacted to aid enforcement of 
state laws? 


He suggested that one means 
of obtaining effective law en- 
forcement had been too little 
used. That is disbarment of at- 
torneys who hold law enforce- 
ment offices and do not enforce 
the law. 

Force of Public Opinion. 

On the subject of public opin- 
ion, Stevenson said organized 
crime cannot resist it when it is 
informed and aroused. 

“Organized crime cannot 
thrive without the active sup- 
port of many elements of the 
community, nor without the 
passive support of many more 
elements,” he said. “The re- 
spectable business man who 
falls for the myth that a wide- 
open town is good for business 
is just as effective an accom- 
plice of the criminal as is the 
politician who seeks to win 
friends by influencing people. 
The solid citizen who thinks 
that illegal slot machines are 
just fine for his country club 
but bad for the corner saloon 
does not realize what difficul- 
ties he is making for the per- 
sons he has elected to enferce 
the laws. 

“Of the 2700 gambling machines 
presently registered for federal 
tax purposes in 76 Illinois coun- 
ties, only 800—less than one-third 
—are in taverns and other public 
places. The other 1900 are in 
the country clubs, the fraternal 
organizations, the veterans’ clubs, 
the Army posts and other places 
with which we do not customarily 
associate law violation, organized 
or unorganized. I ask you to con- 
sider the effect on the public 
mind, and the vexatious problem 
of law enforcement through this 
wholesale violation of the law by 
the most responsible element of 
our communities.” 

Implications True, Senator Says. 

Senator Kefauver, chairman of 
the Senate’s crime investigating 
committee, said the very subject 
under consideration—‘“the menace 
of organized crime”—implied that 
criminal organizations in this 
country are organized and that 
they- are a menace to our way of 
life. 

“Unfortunately—to the point of 
great concern—both of these im- 
plications are too true,” he added. 

His committee has been work- 
ing for only four months, he said, 
and does not yet have all the an- 
swers to the question it set out 
as its objectives. 

“But this much we can say 
unequivocally,” he asserted, 
“crime is definitely on an or- 
ganized basis in the United 
States. Se widespread are or- 
ganized criminal operations and 
the conditions under which they 
are permitted te continue that 
they threaten te make a sham- 
bles of law enforcement and to 
create such a universal disre- 
spect for law that eur entire 
system —- government may be 
e 
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it is too early in the investigation 
to say. We do know, however, 
that there is some sort of rap- 
rochement between gangs oper- 
ating in various sections, a sort of 
gentlemen’s agreement among 
gangsters—if gangsters may be so 
termed—that one gang will not 
invade the territory of activities 
of another. 
Monopoly in Gambling. 

“Occasionally the hoodlums call 
upon each other for co-operation 
in a venture; they sometimes pool 
their capital or manpower or in- 
fluence for a joint venture. They 
have large resources at their 
command; they have been able to 
capitalize on a unique situation to 
control the gambling business of 
the country as a practical mo- 
nopoly. 

“How big this industry of gam- 
bling may be nobody knows with 
certainty. But the lowest figure 
for the amount, of money that 
changes hands each year through 
illegal gambling in the United 
States that has been given the 
committee by experts is 15 billion 
dollars—a billion or so more than 
the current year’s appropriation 
for national defense. My personal 
opinion is that the actual figure 
far surpasses this estimate.” 

The same gangs that operated 
under prohibition, he said, have 
now taken over the gambling 
racket. 

“There is still the Costello mob 
in New York, the Capone gang in 
Chicago, the Purple gang in De- 
troit: the names are the same, 
and—to the extent that their 
owners have survived inter- and 
intra-gang feuds and massacres— 


the faces are the same, too,” he 
said. 

“From information so far gath- 
ered, it would appear that there 
is hardly a community in the 
United States that is not stained 
with the brush of gambling, either 
on horse racing or the numbers 
game. The gangs have taken 
control of these two major gam- 
bling activities through monop- 
olistic distribution of the racing 
wire service. 

“Gambling on its present na- 
tion-wide scale couldn’t exist 
for 24 hours were it not for the 
racing wire service—which is 
strong evidence to show that 
the racketeers control.” 

Kefauver estimated that “sev- 

eral hundred thousand” persons 
were employed by gamblers 
throughout the country. He re- 
called that in every state except 
Nevada it is illegal to operate 
handbooks outside race horse 
track enclosures, but betting goes 
on everywhere. 

Negligence or Connivance. 
“It stands to reason, there- 

fore,” he said, “that gambling 
away from the track could con- 
tinue only through the conni- 
vance or’ negligence of the law 
enforcement officers of the re- 
spective communities. When a 
law enforcement officer does not 
do his duty, it is for one of sev- 
eral reasons: either he has been 
ordered not to do it; or he has 
been paid—bribed is the general

A Dangerous Bill 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


One of the most dangerous pieces of 
legislation ever proposed in the history 
of our republic is the bill which pur- 
ports to be an act to protect us from 
. & Communist uprising. 

The bill is not simply a measure to 
_ penalize the taking up of arms against 

the Government, or conspiracies to 
overthrow the Government by illegal 
means. Such laws bave been on the 
statute books since the inception of the 
nation. 

The main purpose of the proposed 
law is to require members of the Com- 
munist party and Communist sympa- 
thizers (whatever that nebulous term 
may mean) to register. 

It vests arbitrary authority in an in- 
dividual or board, to determine by sum- 
mary proceedings who are Communists 
and Communist sympathizers; and hav- 
ing made such a decision, to confine 
such persons in concentration camps. 

No judicial proceeding or trial by 
jury is provided. In effect it sets aside 
the Bill of Rights and subjects every 
citizen to the danger of being arbitrari- 
ly deprived of liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. 

A reputable Supreme Court would 
hardly be likely to uphold the validity 
of a law which disposes of civil rights 
in such a perfunctory manner. 

However, the very fact that such a 
pernicious piece of legislation could re- 
ceive serious consideration by Congress 
should be a warning to those citizens 
who love liberty that the time has come 
to clean house on the higher level. 

It is unfortunate that we find in our 
Congress today the McCarrans, McKel- 
lars, McCarthys, Rankins and their ilk, 
but as long as we have liberty, we have 
the means of replacing them With oth- 
ers like Douglas, Fulbright, Karst and 
their kind. Democracy untrammeled 
will repudiate its enemies.

To Spur Civil Defense 


There must be some middle ground, in civil 
defense, between frightening people out of their 
wits, and letting them run undue risks for fail- 


ure to face up to ugly possibilities and prepare» 


for them beforehand. 

That middle ground has, we hope, been en- 
tered upon at Washington. The evidence to sup- 
port the hope comes in the form of news that 
establishment of a Civil Defense Administration 
has been récommended to President Truman by 
Chairman Symington of the National Security 
Resources Board. 

As late as March of last year Mr. Truman an- 
nounced himself of the opinion that there was 
no need as yet for~a permanent office of civil 
defense. He had dallied with the problem for 
months before then, doing nothing about the 
Hopley report on civil defense planning, sub- 
mitted late in 1948, and letting the chairmanship 
of the all-important NSRB remain vacant more 
than 15 months while he boosted the stock of 
his friend Mon C. Wallgren. 

These tactics led Maj. George Fielding Eliot 
to write that “inexcusable delay” in civil defense 
preparations lay “squarely at the door of the 
White House,” and that the President and his 
advisors were ducking the issue because they 
viewed it as “political dynamite” and felt that 
“you mustn’t frighten people.” 

Some Governors and some Mayors have done 
better than the President about confronting this 
distasteful and politically dangerous task, but 
by and large little has been accomplished any- 
where. 

“More talk than action” was virtually the 
universal report of correspondents of The New 
York Times in a symposium last month. Not a 
single one of the states has a complete defense 
organization. And this though the Government's 
newly issued guide book about what to do in 
case of atomic bomb attack warns that blind fear 
can produce more damage than the bomb itself. 

In Missouri and Illinois state defense organiza- 
tions have been set up, under full-time admin- 
istrators. In St. Louis and St. Clair counties 
similar organizations have been created and in 
the former a tentative plan has been prepared. 

In St. Louis a full-time civil defense co-or- 
dinator has been appointed. But in none of these 
instances has a civil defense setup reached the 
practical working stage, and that is all that will 
count if the need arises. 

It is three years now since civil defense was 
taken up, by the War Department, out of a 
growing knowledge that every member of the 
population must learn how to care for himself— 
and others— in the emergency of war. 

May the new start at Washington toward doing 
something about it mean that there will soon be 
more to show, including an alert and determined 
leadership in the states and communities. It is 
not necessary to be hysterical in order to be 
scared enough for self-protection.

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An Astonishing Chronology 

Dec. 14, 1948—Floyd Eugene Rollings killed 
his 6-month-old daughter, Donna Anne, with a 
hatchet, as she lay in her crib. 

March 7, 1949—Rollings, St. Louis University 
dental student, was found not guilty of murder 
in Circuit Court at Clayton by reason of insanity. 
Dr. John G. Matthews, psychiatrist of St. Louis 
County Hospital, testified that Rollings was suf- 
fering from dementia praecox and said that his 
recovery was very unlikely. 

March 1, 1950—Dr. William J. Cramer and 
members of the staff at the Missouri State Hos- 
pital at Fulton found that Rollings was “fully 
and completely restored to sanity.” 

Aug. 16, 1950—The Missouri Supreme Court 
granted a writ ordering the release of Rollings 
from the State Hospital on the finding of the 
staff that his sanity was restored. 

Sept. 18, 1950—Rollings was declared legally 
sane following a hearing before Probate Judge 
Stahlhuth at Clayton and placed in charge of his 
own affairs. He was free from further prosecu- 
tion. 

Now read that first paragraph all over again! 
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Aimed at the Marshall Plan 


It has become standard practice for enemies 
of the Marshall plan, knowing that they cannot 
defeat it in an open test, to attempt its sabo- 
tage by indirect means. 

That is what Senator Wherry of Nebraska was 
doing when he persuaded the Senate to adopt 
his proposal that economic aid be shut off to 
any nation which ships militari'y useful goods 
to countries within the Soviet orbit. The meas- 
ure was rejected in conference, and will be 
taken to the House for a vote. For the good 
of the Marshall plan it should be defeated. 

Senator Wherry has been trying to attach 
this rider to numerous bills. He finally got it 
tacked on to the arms appropriation bill. Note, 
however, that his amendment would not require 
the shutting off of military aid to any country 
which had trade relationships with the Soviet 
sphere. If the idea is sound, why should it not 
apply in the military as well as the economic 
field? 

It has long been American policy to dis- 
courage shipment of military goods beyond the 
Iron Curtain. But it is also American policy 
to build up a strong economy in the Marshall 
Plan countries, and the fact is that some trade 
with the East is essential to Western Europe's 
economic welfare. 

Senator Wherry’s proposal would take the de- 
cision as to balancing these two policies out of 
the hands of Marshall plan administrators, and 
lodge it in the Department of Defense. 

That is bad administration and worse diplo- 
macy, for it would weaken the Marshall plan 
at a time when economic strength, no less than 
military strength, is vital to the West. 
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Nero and a Parking Jam 

It is a compliment to George Vierheller and 
his special friends at the Zoo—Nero the nimble 
chimp, Bobo the big gorilla or Clara Belle the 
elegant elephant—that they have created one 
of this city’s worst traffic jams. For that reason 
the Zoological Board of Control expects to build 
a 500-car parking lot west of Hampton avenue 
and north of the Express Highway. 

The Zoo deserves this attention. In an article 
on St. Louis in the current Holiday magazine, 
Hamilton Basso simply refers to the Zoo as “the 
greatest show in town.” And since the Zoo is a 
symbol of the city’s hospitality, the city ought 
to be open-handed about it and end the struggle 
for parking space and long walks which some- 
times come between the audience and Mr. Vier- 
heller’s all-star cast. 

Vastly more parking space is needed, of 
course, at many other places in St. Louis. Es- 
pecially is it needed downtown... For eight 
months the City Hall has had statutory power

to create parking lots, and by this time many 
motorists would like to know when the city is 
going to act. 


How to Strengthen U.N.? 

How the United Nations majority can act 
against aggression when a veto prevents action 
by the Security Council has become a major is- 
sue for the Ceneral Assembly. 

The U.N. did act promptly against 
aggression in Korea, but the Security Council 
was able to take the necessary decisions only 
because the Soviet Union was pouting on the 
sidelines. Had Russia’s Delegate Malik been 
present in June, as he was in August and Sep- 
tember, we can be sure that he would have 
vetoed those decisions. o> 

To meet this problem the State Department 
is suggesting that the Assembly expand its 
functions to include those which were originally 
assigned to the Security Council. Member na- 
tions would be asked to earmark armed forces 
for call by either the Council or the Assembly. 

A fact-finding “peace patrol,” composed of 
representatives from the smaller nations, would 
act as eyes and ears for the Assembly in the 
trouble spots. The Assembly would arrange to 
meet on 24 hours’ notice. 

With these objectives we whole-heartedly agree, 
but we believe the State Department’s proposed 
methods should be examined with care. Evident- 
ly what our policy makers are trying to do is to 
amend the U.N. Charter without amending it. 
There can be no question that the assumption 
of peace-enforcement powers by the Assembly 
would alter the Charter as originally conceived. 

Necessary as it is to find some way out of 
the Council impasse, does the United States 
really wish to do that by bringing about a de 
facto revision of the Charter which could be at- 
tacked as violating its plain spirit? 

We think the members of the U.N. should be 
enabled to act collectively against aggression in 
case the Security Council is paralyzed. They 
should be enabled to use the machinery of the 
U.N. if they wish. But would it not be preferable 
to arrange for this by signing a separate treaty 
of collective self-defense, as suggested in a Sen- 
ate resolution offered by Senators Douglas of 
Illinois and Thomas of Utah, and as provided 
for by Article 51 of the Charter itself? 

Constitutional changes should be made by 
constitutional means. Believers in the rule of 
law cannot advocate that the American Constitu- 
tion be amended by act of Congress. Is it not 
just as improper to suggest that the U.N. charter 
be revised by the Assembly? 
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An Attack of Truth 


For the first time in its history, the Voice of 
America may receive something approximating 
the money it needs for a world-wide truth pro- 
gram. The Senate Appropriations Committee has 
approved a $97,000,000 fund for the shortwave 
effort. This i$ $19,000,000 more than the House 
voted, and it meets President Truman’s request. 

What can the Voice do with this money? The 
answer is that it must put America on the of- 
fensive in the battleground of ideas. It must 
smash the lies of Communist propaganda, rang- 
ing from big lies to ridiculous lies. For if these 
lies are not answered, millions of people in 
Eastern Europe and much of Asia will be left 
to take them for facts. 

Russia’s propagandists have been able to go 
to extremes in much of the world simply for lack 
of strong opposition. For example, their press 
has stated baldly that toy balloons distributed 
by a Marshall plan mission carried dangerous 
germs attached by American imperialists. Ab- 
surd? Not to people who hear nothing but 
similar lies. 

But the Voice must begin its counter-attack 
against larger falsehoods—that America is the 
aggressor in Korea, that the Stockholm petition 
sincerely stands for world peace. Beyond that, 
our information program must seize the initia- 
tive. It must tell the world of the crushing of 
the Baltic peoples, of repression behind the Iron 
Curtain, of the poverty of both living and liberty 
under Communism. 

The propaganda and actions of Communism 
are equally vulnerable to an attack of truth. The 
Voice of America should be equipped to wage it. 
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Excellent Man for Lake. Success 

Few men are anywhere near so well qualified 
as Benjamin V. Cohen to be a member of the 
United States delegation to U.N. at Lake Suc- 
cess. The nomination is excellent and it is to 
President Truman’s credit that he has made it. 

After a long experience in legislation drafting 
in the Roosevelt Administration, Mr. Cohen was 
a legal adviser at the Bretton Woods conference 
which discussed international monetary issues. 
Then he was an adviser at the Dumbarton Oaks 
and Potsdam conferences. He served at the con- 
ferences of Foreign Ministers at London, Mos- 
cow, Paris and New York City, and as legal’ ad- 
viser to the American delegation at last year’s 
Assembly session. 

All this experience has made him a valuable 
man at U.N. in recent months. 

Yet for a time it appeared that the new 
nomination would be opposed in the Senate. 
Fortunately, Senator Hickenlooper of Iowa could 
find no reason for objecting to Mr. Cohen and 
the nomination has now been confirmed. 
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Guards and Reserves 

National guard units and the military reserves 
both have important parts to play in the defense 
program. Both deserve the support of Congress 
and of citizens who are in a position to give 
them the backing they need. 

The value of the Army reserves as a means of 
keeping a force of officers, enlisted men and 
non-commissioned ranks is demonstrated by the 
latest call of 9565 to active duty. Since 7862 have 
previously been called to active duty, this makes 
a total of more than 17,000 officers obtained 
from the reserve rolls. Without the reserves 
these men would not have been readily available 
for Army assignment according to their special 
military skills. | 

Along with this second reserve call comes the 
news that the House Armed Services Committee 
has approved a bill to provide federal help for 
home guard units in the states to take the place 
of national guard units when and if they go on 
active duty. This help would take the form of 
supplying arms, ammunition and uniforms. The 
bill has already been approved by the Senate 
Committee. 

The kind of state force which would be 
helped is that which is taking form in Illinois 
at the direction of Gov. Stevenson..This state 
militia, as distinguished from Illinois’ National 
Guard, would consist of three brigades. The 
brigade for the central and southern part of the 
state is under command of Brig. Gen. Lawrence 
D. Smith of Quincy, a veteran of World War II. 

The idea is sound and what Illinois is doing 
other states soon will be undertaking. The bill 
in Congress should. be a help to extend it widely.

The anti-Communist bill must arouse 
misgivings among thoughtful people. In 
previous analysis, The Sun has pointed 
out that it is a sort of omnibus measure 
containing almost every device for coping 
with the problem of Communism and Com- 
munists in the United States that members 
of Congress have been able to think up. 

Some of its provisions are clearly de- 
sirable—those dealing for example with 
espionage and deportation. Others seem to 
parallel legislation already on the books, 
some of which is currently being tested in 
the courts. Still others—and this applies 
particularly to the “eoncentration camp” 
provisions—leave unanswered questions as 
to rights of individuals generally. 


Under this last-minute provision, the At- 
torney General would have authority to ar- 
rest and detain persons about whom there 
is “reasonable ground to believe that such 
persons may engage in, or may conspire 
with others to engage in, acts of espionage 
or of sabotage.” 

Obviously it is a matter of vital impor- 
tance, in time of war, to anticipate and 
prévent subversive acts. Sut, as Senator 
Ferguson protested, the péwer to “convict 
a man for his capacity to commit a crime” 
is in essence the same thing as thought 
control and deviates radically from the 
American tradition. 

The truth is that Congress is at present 
in no mood to consider consequences. With 
the election only a few weeks off, every 
man in Congress, and every man in the 
Administration as well from the President 
on down, is concerned to demonstrate the 
ferocity of his anti-Communist convictions. 

And it is not as though the country were 
at present without any protection. Even 
now the drastic powers in the Smith 
Act are before the Supreme Court. 

If the Supreme Court upholds the Smith 
Act, it is questionable whether the major 
provisions of the new bill are really need- 
ed. If the Supreme Court rejects the 
Smith Act, then, most probably, it would 
be prepafed to reject the new bill on sub- 
stantially similar grounds.

Congress has moved to enact legislation 
that will scotch the American Reds if the 
job can be legally done. It has stopped 
short only at the outlawing of the Com- 
munist party but has favored just about 
every other step that could be taken 
toward containing subversives. 

In approving its original bill the House 
included the measures requested by Mr. 
Truman—a tightening up of the laws gov- 
erning espionage and sabotage and those 
dealing with aliens subject to deportation. 
But the House also approved the substance 
of the Mundt-Nixon bill aimed at con- 
spiracy to overthrow the American sys- 
tem by force and violence, requiring the 
registration of all Communists. 

The Senate broadened that legislation 
by providing that all Communists should 
be placed in concentration camps in the 
case of invasion, war or insurrection. The 
Senate bill likewise would prohibit’ the 
picketing of federal courts. 

In Congress and out, there has been 
strong pressure for anti-Communist laws 
with a punch. In left-wing circles this is 
denounced as hysteria. But the feelingfis 
that too many Reds and fellow travelers 
have been getting by with subversive acts 
because of inadequate laws and hence dif- 
ficulties in conviction.

One remembers without pride the West 
Coast incarceration of first and second 
generation Japanese after Pearl Harbor. 
In hindsight we know that the loyal were 
clapped into confinement with the pos- 
sibly disloyal. We know that traditional 
American property rights were abrogated. 

We urge that Senators and private citi- 
zens alike will begin to look not only at 
the “anti-subversive” tag, but at the article 
to which it is tied — and assure them- 
selves whether the goods are correctl 
labeled.

The McCarran internal security bill is 
admittedly a catch-all; it contains what its 
author likes to call “segments” of a broad 
and diverse nature. There is, however, 
one portion of the bill which has received 
from the public less attention than it de- 
serves, and which casts across the entire 
measure a disconcerting cloud. This is 
the portion dealing with immigration and 
naturalization. 

Aliens to be denied admission to the 
United States are classified, for example, 
under a diversity of novel heads. Those 
would be excluded who seek to enter the 
United States “principally or incidentally 
to engageein activities which would be 
age to the public interest.” Or 
again, those would be excluded who at 
any time may have written or published, 
or had in their on, nted matter 
advocating (among other things) “the eco- 
nomic and governmental doctrines of any

the safeguards required. They are not di- 
rectives defining the role of administra- 
tive officers but are imvitatidns to every 
form of exaggerated and hysterical in- 
tolerance.

This book, which started out to be a 
mere catalogue of last year’s justly famous 
Mississippi Panorama show at the City 
Art Museum, has emerged, just as the ex- 
hibit itself did, as something considerably 
bigger, finer and more comprehensive than 
had originally been planned.

The exhibit was a fortunate thing for 
all who love the river, the art and lore 
of the river, or who just like good art, 
river or no river.

In 10 pages, Van Ravenswaay gives an 
extremely interesting and highly colorful 
history and character of the Mississippi 
river which is a fascinating panorama in 
itself. It provides a picture of the peo- 
ple who lived on or near the river from 
the time of DeSoto to and through the 
steamboat era, telling of the paddle wheel- 
ers, the roustabouts, the pilots, the gam- 
blers, the Indians and the fur traders. 

Rathbone, in the section on the art of 
the Mississippi, recreates, through a dis- 
cussion and interpretation of the works 
of the many artists who have painted the 
river, an artistic history of the famous 
river. He gives you also a scholarly in- 
sight into the artists represented in the 
exhibit and into the book, thus creating 
a closer interest in them as men as well 
as artists. 

The architecture and sculpture of the 
Mississippi is represented by the justly 
famed photographs e John 
Laughlin, and by architectural drawings 
reproduced here for the first time. 

The reproduction of the pictures is ex- 
ceptional, which is particularly true of the 
color reproductions. The only fault to be 
found with the book is that the color 
plates are so few. | 

Accompanying the pictures are bits of 
text taken from the works of such writers 
as Mark Twain, Audubon, Mrs. Trollope, 
Timothy Flint and Charles Dickens. They 
serve as a coramentary and their aptgess 
is nothing if not inspired.

CHICAGO, Sept. 19 (UP)—A | 
University of Chicago scientist 
has perfected a fluoroscope to 
permit mass examination for 
cancer and other diseases of the 
lower intestine. 

Robert J. Moon, assistant phys- 
ics professor; said his device uses 
less than one one-hundredth of 
the present dangerously heavy 
concentration of X-rays but pro- 
duces a much more distinct im- 
age. It may, he said, make it 
possible for doctors to set bones 
under the fluoroscope. 

The device, he said, consists of 
an electron gun which shoots a 
beam of electrons through a tiny 
hole in a foil of tantalum. Some 
electrons are transformed into 
X-rays in striking the foil but 
only one in 10,000 passes through 
to strike a single crystal of 
calcium fluoride and burst into 
a shower of ultraviolet rays. 

Viewing is done with a kine- 
scope viewing tube such as is 
used on television screens.

On the Threshold 


to a New World? 


NEW YORK. 


F caution and timidity do not exercise too deadly an influence, 

the General Assembly of the United Nations now gathering can 

be midwife to the new world that is trying so hard to be born. 
The bold, imaginative, creative plans are at hand if the delegates 
have the courage and the resolution to use them. 


The new world, it is hardly 
necessary to add, is a world of 
law and order in which natural 
sovereignties are subordinated to 
the common 
good of ail. 

The echo of 
the late Wendell 
Willkie’s “One 
World” comes 
strongly back. 
Since the atomic 
arms race  be- 
gan, we know it ° 
is one world or 


none. 

The details \. 
are subject to wr 
alteration since Willkie 
discussions are going on among 
the chief delegations. But in gen- 
eral outline the plans to be pre- 
sented by the United States—and 
others who will be asked to join 
in—shape up as follows: 

1. The idea of a permanent 
peace commission to keep a look- 
out over all tension areas of the 
world is being worked out. The 
British raised objections to it in 
the form originally put forward. 
But it is hoped the concept can 
be salvaged. 

Such a commission would] re- 
port on threats to the peace be- 
fore the fighting broke out. We 
are now told that United States 
Army staff officers in South Ko- 
rea ignored the warnings of a 
U.N. commission that the North 
Koreans were about to attack in 
force. A permanent peace com- 
mission properly constituted could 
not be so ignored. 


To By-Pass the Road Block. 


2. Formation of a permanent 
United Nations military forée. 
This might be on the basis of vol- 
unteers enrolled in every member 
nation and trained by U.N. mili- 
tary specialists. Or it might be 
on the basis of specialized units 
contributed by U.N. members. 

Such a permanent force would 
serve many purposes. Eventually 
it might be expected to carry out 
the decisions of the permanent 
peace commission. 

3. Because the veto of the Se- 
curity Council can in theory, and 
frequently in practice, block the 
best laid plans of mice and/or 
men, a way around this road 
block is being sought. The plan 
now under discussion involves 
delegating greater powers to the 
“Little Assembly,” a kind of ex- 
tra legal body formed over Rus- 
sian objections. 

The General Assembly woul 
delegate to the Little Assembly 
most of the powers of the parent 
body to be used when the Gen- 
eral Assembly was not in session. 
Thus on brief notice the Little 


Assembly could meet and author- 
ize steps which might have been 
blocked by the veto in the Secur- 
ity Council. 

This last involves a great deal 
of legal maneuvering. It may not 
in the end be possible. But even 
in the project stage it illustrates 
the determination to end the 
paralysis that MRussia’s_ willful 
sabotage’ has produced in re- 
peated crises. 


Peace Treaty for the Japs. 


The Russians will do every- 
thing they can in the General 


+} Assembly to prevent any of these 


things from happening. If they 
can spread sufficient fear and 
confusion, we may hear only the 
old familiar debates embroidering 
the theme of futility. 

There is a new will to go for- 
ward that is reflected in various 
ways. One is the determination 
announced by President Truman 
to push a Japanese peace treaty 
in spite of the obstacles. 


| Preliminary soundings have al- 
ready gone quite far. The Japa- 
nese have indicated a willingness 
‘to grant wide latitude for the lo- 
cation of American bases and 
American troops under a U.N. 
peace-keeping provision. The 
United States will push for the 
admission of Japan to the U.N. 

Reparations claims had been 
considered a possible stumbling 
block to a peace settlement. Now 
Prime Minister Robert Gordon 
Menzies of Australia has indicat- 
ed that Australia will waive its 
claims. In the present state of 
the Japanese economy, with the 
Japs’ continuing dependence on 
American aid to live, such claims 
are highly unrealistic. 


Vishinsky’s Assignment. 


As head of the Russian delega- 
tion, cynical, waspich, posturing 
Andrei Vishinsky has one assign- 
ment. It is to do everything he 
can to prevent the new world 
from being born, to crush any 
burgeoning hope that might arise 
at this latest meeting of the Con- 
gress of Nations. 

Too often in the past the West- 
ern delegates have been beaten 
back by the Russian assault. But, 
just as in the U.N. beachhead in 
South Korea, there is today not 
‘much room left for retreat.

in debt, nagged by his wife and 
in love with an airline steward- 
ess. He was beneficiary of a $25,- 
000 insurance policy Mrs. Grant 
bought at his request before 
boarding the plane. 

Grant was accused of planting 
a gasoline time bomb in his wife’s 
luggage. It was set to explode 
over the ocean after the plane 
took off on the April 17 flight 
to San Diego. Besides Mrs. 
Grant, their children, Marie, 6, 
and Bobby, 5, and the crew, there 
were 13 passengers on the 
flight. 

The bomb mechanism went off 
prematurely at the airport. No 
one was injured. 

Grant was convicted Aug. 3 of 
six counts of attempted murder. 
The maximum penalty is 20 years

His local 
radio shows in Minneapolis, of which he has a be- 
wielding number, have incredibly high ratings.

From Mr. Adams I have learned that my 
heart pumps enough to fill a railroad tank car 
every two days—a bit of information that has 
worried me ever since—that square telephone poles 
are more practical than round ones, and that birds 
in brush or forest fires often stay on the nest to 
burn to death trying to protect their young.

That the triumphant proletariat established inhuman totali- 
tarianism Beyond the arrogant dream of any czar has proven 
the overthrow of governments in the name of “the people” is 
not always a guarantee of the good life. Other popular vic- 
tories have led to slavery. 

Yet so many, I find, are for sudden turnovers, by any 
means. But I still have faith in the orderly, slower approaches 
toward the ultimate Utopia.

The Word ‘Rope’—and ‘String.’ 

HE correspondent who in- 
T quires for the origin of “rope” 

asks if the allusion is to the 
nature of the material of which 
it is composed, as for instance the 
difference between “rope” and 
“string.” The question brings out 
some interesting aspects of both 
words. 

First, “rope” derives from the 
Anglo-Saxon “rap,” and cognates 
in the other Teutonic tongues 
stem from the Gothic “skauda- 
raip,” latchet. A latchet is a 
plaited string, such as a shoe- 
string. So the inherent sense of 
“rope” seems to be not of a 
special bin material, but of 
its function of attaching, of latch- 
ing together, and its character of 
strands braided or twisted to- 
gether. 

Now, “string” is also Teutonic 
in origin, out of the Anglo-Saxon 
“streng,” and its primary mean- 
ing is debatable as between a 
derivative. of “strong” and the 
root for “twisted.” What is es- 
pecially interesting is the etymol- 
ogists’ suggestion’ that “string’’ is 
related to the adjective “strong” 
—when it is “rope” that one uses 
to imply strength!

‘Suit Figure’ Exercises

VER BEEN told you have a 
b “suit figure’? It’s something 

that can be recognized in a 
flash—and it is a top compliment 
since it praises your figure pro- 
portions, your erect carriage and 
your clothes judgment. 


This season, when more suits 
are built on slim, vertical lines, 
the better to reveal your curves, 
it is more important than ever to 
keep your figure proportions un- 
der control and in balance, if you 
are to win such high praise.There 
are more set-in sleeves to display 
the set of your shoulders. More 
low-buttoned jackets to show the 
definition of your waist. More 
straight skirts to divulge the 
bulge of your hip. And no amount 
of alteration will disguise out- 
sized curves that you wish were 
not there! 


If these fashion notes cause you 
fright, you’d better get busy be- 
fore it’s too late. Try these exer- 
cises, and in a few weeks you'll 
find that your new figure and 
your suit go, beautifully together. 


1, For poised shoulders: Clasp 
your hands at waist level. Pull 
your shoulders first forward 
and then back as far as possible. 
Hold for a count of five and then 
relax suddenly. That's the position 
shoulders should be in for a 
smooth-fitting suit jacket! 

2. For a neat waist: Kneel so 
you sit on your heels and raise 
your arms over your head. 
Salaam until the palms of your 
hands touch the floor far out in 
front of you and your forehead 
brushes the floor just in front of 
your knees. Come back to your 
starting position very slowly. Re- 
peat ten times. This one will 
straighten out your back, too! 

3. For flat hips: Sft on the floor 
with your feet straight out in 
front of you. Throw your right 
arm up in an are over your head 
as you rock: over onto your left 


hip. Steady yourself by placing 
your left hand on the floor. Now, 
rock over onto your right hip as 
you reverse your hand positions. 
Get up a good momentum an¢ 
keep it up for fifty “rocks.” 

And while you are aiming fc 
compliments, remember that ever 
a lovely figure will miss its mark 
unless the suit you chose for it 
was designed with your spedial 
figure proportions in mind, 
whether youare tall or short, thin 
or heavy.

the chance of your side to get it. 

But suppose the pack is already 
frozen, because a wild card was 
turned. Then, even if you meld, a 
natural matching pair will still be 
required. The only profit will lie . 
in the possibility that your part- 
ner cannot reach to 90 points, 
even if he could match the top 
discard, and that by melding at 
once you will permit him to take 
a pack that otherwise he would 
have to pass up. Against this you 
have the disadvantage of holding 
three cards less than each oppon- 
ent. Usually it pays to wait two 
or three rounds. 

There is a signaling convention 
by which some partnerships han- 
die this situation: If your first 
discard is a red card, it shows a 
bad hand; a black card shows a 
good hand. On the hand above, 
you would start with a black dis- 
card, of course. If your partner's 
first discard were red, showing a 
poor hand, you would meld soon 
to help him get the pack. If his 
first discard is black, you would 
wait indefinitely, trying to build 
up pairs apd get the pack at-the 
time of making your initial meld.

“I have been teaching a Sunday 
school class for the last year, and I 
think that experience has done me 
a lot of good. But your speech 
seemed so easy to give, while my 
talks are a great effort. Can you 
give me some practical pointers or 
shortcuts to public speaking suc- 
cess?”

TOM IS BEING unduly complimentary regarding my own 
speech, for part of its effect depended on the fact that the 
public rather expected the usual dull, professorial address. 

“TI had come to the meeting expecting a dry talk,” my wife 
overheard the treasurer of the P.-T.A. comment to her neigh- 
bor, “for all the talks I’ve heard by professors have been like 
that.” 

This contrast, therefore, made it appear that my address 
was better than it actually was. 

You are all familiar with the fact that sugar seems sweeter 
after we have first been tasting a sour substance, and vice 
versa, This same principle can be utilized with profit in public 
speaking. Contrast your humor with pathos and both will 
register more strongly with the crowd. 

They will laugh more loudly at a joke told shortly after you 
have recounted a pathetic incident, and, conversely, they will 
cry more easily after a period of humor. We psychologists call 
this the “rebound” phenomenon. 

- 

DON’T READ YOUR ADDRESS, unless you are giving a 
radio talk. A good speaker must keep his attention upon his 
audience so that he can perceive any restlessness or inattention. 

Then he can slip in a joke to help catch their interest and 
also let them expend sonie energy via laughter, after which they 
will be more inclined to sit quietly for another five or 10 
minutes. 

But don’t tell all of your jokeg at the opening of your talk’ 
An audience will usually give you very close attention for the 
first few minutes, anyway, even if you are a poor speaker. For 
during the first three minutes it sizes you up and analyzes your 
little peculiarities.

‘Hour of Miracles at St. Stephens 


Philadélphia Rector Draws Worshippers for 'Laying-on-of-Hands' Service, Reports Belief in Healing

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 19. 

T is noon in downtown Phila- 

delphia. A busy city pulses at 

the peak of its day’s rush. Pe- 
destrians jam the sidewalks and 
the raucous sounds of snarled 
traffic tear the air. Newshawkers 
scream of the war in Korea. 
Office girls giggle over their 
lunch in drug store fountains and 
business men in their clubs down 
their cocktails and discuss big 
deals. But inside beautiful, 
cathedral-like St. Stephen’s 
Church, rooted in the midst of 
the city’s great marts of com- 
merce, an almost vacuum-like si- 
lence prevails. It is the “Hour 
of Miracles.” 

Before the white marble altar 
under the Venetian mosaic of the 
Last Supper and the great medal- 
lion window depicting the life of 
St. Stephen, persons kneel. A 
tall man in his Episcopal vest- 
ments is performing the service 
of the “Laying-on-of-Hands.” As 
two by two he places his hands 
upon those bowed before him at 
the altar, he intones quietly this 
prayer: 

“May the mercy of God and the 
love of our Lord Jesus Christ and 
the power of His Holy Spirit, 
which are here now, enter your 
soul, your mind, and your body 
for healing. Amen.” 

The altar empties, then fills 
again. Over and over until all in 
the quiet, dim recesses of the 
church have come forward to re- 
ceive the laying-on-of-hands. 

Then the “Hour of Miracles” is 
over. Those who only a few min- 
utes before knelt in silence walk 
out into the workaday world. 

A woman long suffering from 
disease may go down the steps of 
the church wearing her first smile 
of several years. A chronic al- 
coholic may beg for a few private 
words to bolster the conviction 
he received at the altar that at 
last he has found a way to over- 
come the disease that had doomed 
him to the life of a derelict. 
Others—frightened, lonely, frus- 
trated—may simply have found 
the peace of mind or body or soul 
for which they sought.

N the files of St. Stephen’s to- 
| aay are lging portfolios of 

letters from persons who assert 
they have found the miraculous 
healing power of faith and prayer 
during the “Hour of Miracles” at 
St. Stephen’s. 

“There have been too many 
who have received healing at the 
altar of St. Stephen’s to leave any 
doubt in my mind that no sickness 
is too far advanced for God to 
heal,” says the six-foot, four- 
inch rector.of St. Stephen’s, the 
Rev. Alfred W. Price, who for the 
past eight years has been prac- 
ticing what he calls “spiritual 
therapy” at the 127-year-old Epis- 
copal church in the heart of down- 
town Philadelphia. “I take no 
credit for the cures. I lose no 
sleep over the failures. It is a 
matter of the individual and God. 

“There is no magic in my hands. 
I simply try to discipline my life 
so that I may be a channel fit for 
the inflow of God’s healing. But 
the fact remains that during the 
past eight years I have seen every 
type of organic, functional, men- 
tal and spiritual disease cured at 
the altar of this church.

I 
would express my pleasure when 
informed of a cure, but in my 
heart I would say that the doctor 
must have made a wrong diagno- 
sis.

lost (and won, of course) be- 
cause the defense was one- 

trick faulty in this deal:

At one table East-West bid an 
easy game at no-trump, with the 
opponents maintaining a discreet 
silence. At the other table, North 
tried to capitalize his own non- 
vulnerability by “interfering,” and 
the auction proceeded: 

West North East South 
l& ‘° Pass 14 Pass 
Double Red’ble Pass 
Pass Pass Pass 
Double 2@ Double 2@ 
Pass Pass Double (final bid) 

Obviously, from the point at 
which North “opened his mouth,” 
he and South were floundering. 
The two-spade contract was as 
good a spot as any for them— 
which is not saying much. 

West opened the club king. The 
ace won, and declarer led another 
club from dummy. West now un- 
derled his heart ace, but of course 
South had no choice but to put up 
dummy’s king, and when he then 
led another club, he was assured 
of four tricks. If East discards, 
South would make a small trump 
by ruffing; and on East’s actual 
prevention of this, by ruffing in 
himself with the trump nine, 
South discarded his last heart and 
could not be stopped from making 
two trump tricks. 

The 700-point penalty East-West 
collected here was all right, com- 
paratively, but, as the Fates de- 
creed, when all the scores were 
totaled ‘it was found that the team 
of which this East-West were 
members, lost the match by exact- 
ly 140 points. Thus, if East-West 
had beaten this hand by one more 
trick, and earned 900 points, they 
would have won the match by 60 
points. 

What is more, they should have 
snaffled another trick! When West 
was in with the club, he should 
have shifted fast to the king and 
another trump, to let his partner 
keep on leading the suit. It was 
obvious that declarer was trying 
to bring home low trumps via 
ruffing. In fact, West should have 
opened trumps.
